ricly eſtabliſhed, to the belief and obſervance of which all Perſons 
are obliged. I will not meddle then with any thing but the Decrees 
of the Council of Trezt ; becauſe in them the Church has given 
her Deciſzon 'upon theſe matters now in agitation: and 4-26 I 
ſhall-fay for the, better underſtanding of thoſe Deciſions, ſhall be

This Expoſition of our Do&rine will produce two good 
effedts.

This Miniſter then cannot, unleſs he deſtroy his own Faith, 
deny but that we believe all the principal Articles of the Chri-

But tho? M. Dazlle had not granted thus much, the thing is 
manifeſt jn it ſelf, and all the world knows,. that we believe all 
thoſe Articles which; Proteſtants call Fundamental ; fo that 
finceriry it ſelf demands they ſhonld wichout diſpute grant, that 
we have not really rejeled' any of them. | 

The Pretended Reforned, who ſee the advantages we may 
draw from this acknowledgment, are deſirous to deprive us of 
them, by faying that we deſtroy thoſe Articles, by interpoſing 
others contrary to them.

E jp begin with that Adoration which is due to God alone 
4 theCatrholic Church teaches us, that it confiſts. principally, in 
believing he is the Creator and Lord 'of all things, and in ad- 
hering to him with all rhe Powers of our Soul, by Faith, Hope 
and Charity, as to him alcne who can render vs happy by the 
Communication of an infinite Good, which is himſelf 

This interiour Adoration, which we render to God in Spirit 
and in Truth, has jts extcriour marks; -of which the principal 
Is Sactifice, which cannot be offered to any but to God z becauſe 
a Sacrifice is eſtabliſhed ro make a publick acknowiedgment, and 
a folemn proteſtation of Gods Soveraignity, and our ablolute de- 
pendarice. The + 


Religious Woyfhiy terminates: tm God alone. 


The ſame'Church teaches-1s, that all Religious worſhip ought 
to terminate- in-Godſ:as its neceſſary end'; and that if the honour 
which ſhe renders to the Bleſſed Virgin, -and to the Saints may, 
in _ ſence, be called Religious, it is for its neceſſary Relation 
to God. | 

Bur b:fore we explicare any further in what this honour conſiſts, 
it will not be unuſe(ul & rake notice, how thoſe of the Pretended 
Reformation (obliged by the ſtrength of truth) begin tro acknow- 
ledge rhat the cuſtom of praying to: Saints, and honouring their 
Reliques was cftabliſhed 'even- in the fourth age"ot' the Chureh. 
Aonfreur Daille grants thus much, in that book he publiſhed a- 

ain{t the Tradition of the Latiz Church about the obje&t of 
eligious- worſhip, and accuſes St. Baſil, -St. Ambroſe, St. Hrerome, 
St. Fohn, Chryſoſtom, St. Avuſtia, and many more of thoſe' fa- 
mous: Lights of Antiquity who' lived in that Age, and above all 
St, Gregory Nazianzen, who is called the Divine by excellence, - 

of having altercd, in this point, the: Dectrine of the three. fore- 
going ages. But it will not appear very likely, that M. Daille 
thould underſtand the Sentiments of the Fathers of the firſt three 
Ageg, better then rhoſe who gathered, as I may ſay, the ſucceſſion 
of their Doctrine after their , ny and this will be ſo much the 
leſs credible, becauſe the Fathers. of the fourth Age were fo far 
from: perceiving that they introduced any novelry in that worthip, 
that this Miniſter, on the contrary, has quoted ſeveral expreſs 
Texts, by which he ſhows clearly, that they pretended in Pray- 
ing to Saints, to follow the example of their Predeceſſors. But 
without any further examination what might be the Sentimenes of 
the Fathers of the three firſt ages, I will content my ſelf with 
what M. Daille is pleaſed to grant, who allows us ſo many grear 
men who raught the Church in the fourth age. For tho? he has 
taken upon him, twelye hundred years after their deaths, to give- 
them in deriſion the name of a kind of Se&t, calling them Re. 
lquariſts, that is to ſay, Relique honourers; yer I hope thoſe of 
his Communion will have more reſpect for theſe great men. They 
dare not at leaſt accuſe them of falli-g into Idolatry, by praying 
to Saints, or of deſtroying that truſt which Chriſtians ought ro

All the world fees very well, that betore the Croſs ſhe a- 
dores him who bore our Irmgquities upon the wed ; and that if her 
children bow the head before the Bible, if they riſe up out of re- 
ſpe&t, when it is carried before them, and itthey kiſs it reverenely,all 
this honour is referred to the eternal Verity whichit propoſeth to us. 

They muſthave burlictle Juſtice who treat with the term of Idola- 
try that Religious Sentiment, which moves us to uncover our heads, 
and bow them bcfore the Image of -theCroſs, in remembrance of 
him who was crucified for the love of us; and it would be too much 
blindneſs notto perceive the exceffive difference betwixt thoſe, who 
pur their truſt in Idols, out of an opinion that ſome divinity, or ſome 
vertue was, asI may ſay, ryed to them, angthoſe who declare, as 
we do, that they will not make uſe of Images, bur to raiſe their 
minds towards heaven, to-the end they may there honour ZESUS 
CHRIST or his Saints, and in the Saints God himſelf, who is the 
Aurhor of all San@ity and Grace. 

After the ſame manner we ought to underſtand that honour

poſed this Article toall the world as the principal of all che reſt, and 
'as the moſt eſſential cauſe of their ſeperation ; So this isthe moſt 
neceſſary to be well underſtood. * | | 
 Webelieve in the firſt place that _ are freely fargion us by 
the divine wercy, for FESUS CHRIST's ſake. Theſeare the ex- 
preſs rerms of the Council of Trext, which adds, that we areſaid to 
be j iſtified gratis, be:auſe none of thoſe as which precede Fuſtification, 
whether they be Faith or good works, can merit this Grace. 
- Seeing the Scripture explicates the remiſſion of ſins, by ſometimes 
telling us that God covers them, and ſometimes that he takes them 
away, and blots them out by the Grace of his Holy Spirit which 
makes us new creatures, we believe that, toform a. Idea of 
the Juſtification of a ſinner, we muſt joyn together both theſe Ex- 
preſfions.

therefore they have nor bzen able to conrinue'firm in the two pats 
of a Doftrine ſo contradiory, 'and they have been obliged to ac 
knowledg two things which cannot be true , but by Tappolins 
what the Catholic:Church teacheth. : 

' Thefirſt is, Thar ZESUS CHRIST is given to us inthe Euchariſt 
alrer a manner whch neither agrees with that of Baptiſm, nor 
the Preaching of the Goſpel, bur is peculiar to this Myſtery. We 
ſhall ſee by and by the Conſequence of chis Principle : bur let ns 
firſt ſee how ir. is granted-us by thoſe of the Prerended Reforma- 
tion. 

I will not here alledge the Authority of any particular Author, 
but the proper words of their Catechiſm, where it explicarts what 
concerns the laſt Supper. Ir does not only rell us in expreſs rerms 
that ZESUS CHRIST is: given us in the Supper, in reality, and 


according t» hrs proper Subſtance ;, bt that, tho he be traly commu- Din. 52.. 


nicated to us, both by Baptiſm, and the Goſpel, yet nevertheleſs, it rs 
only in part, and rot fully. From whence it follows, that he is 
given us 1n the Lords Supper fully, and not in parr. 

- There is a vaſt difference berwixt receiving in part, and receiving 
fully. - If rhen we receive FESVS CHRIST every where elſe in 
part, and it be only in the Lords Supper we receive him fully ; it: 
follows, by the conſent of our Advecrſaries, that we muſt look” our 
for a participation in rhe laſt Supper which is pow only to this 
Myſtery, and which does not agree with Baptiſm and- Preaching ;- 
bur ar the ſame time it follows alſo, rhat this participation: is not: 
annexcd to Faith, becauſe Faith being generally diſperſed chrough 

all the Ations of a Chriſtian, is found in Preaching, and in Bap-- 
tiſm, as well as inthe Lords Supper. In reaiity, it is remarkable, 
that what deſire ſoever the Pretended Reformers*had to render 
Baptiſm and Preaching equal to the laſt Supper, becauſe ZESUS; 
CHRIST is there truly communicated to: us; they durſt never af- 
firm in their Catechiſms, thar ZESUS CHRIST is given us, in 


his proper Subſtance, by Baptiſm and Preaching,.;as they ſay he is; 


given in the Euchariſt. They faw then, they could not avoid at-: 
tributing to the Euchariſt a manner of poſleſſing ZESUS CHRIST 
peculiar only to this Sacrament 3. and: that Faith, which - is com-- 
mon to all the Attionsof a Chriſtian, could not . be this particular 
manner. But this peculiar manner of poſſeſſing ZFSUS CHRIST 
in the laſt Supper ought alſo to be real, ſeeing it gives to the Faith- 
ful the proper ſubſtance of rhe Body and Blood of - —+-

CHRIST. So that we muſt conclude, from what they, grant us 
there is in the:Euchawſt a real manner of wogving ene Body an 
Blood of. our Saviour, which is not: performed by. Faith ; and this

The ſecond thing granted by, the Prerended, Reformers, is taken 
out of that Article which immediately follows that which I have 
already: cited our of their Catechiſm z which -1s, That the Bogy of 
our Lord: JESUS, for as wwch as 1t was once offered up 1# Sacrifute; ta 
recuactle us to God, 76.11w: g1uen ta aſſure us, we have a. part 111 that 
Reconciliation. 

If there be any Senſe in theſe Words, if they be not an uſcleſs 
ſound, and a vain amuſement, we ought to underſtand by them; that 
FESUS CHRIST does not give: us-a Symbol: only, but-his 
proper Body, to aſſure us, we partake of- his Sacritice, and of the 
Reconciliation of Mankind. But if the reception of the Body of 
our Lord, aflures us of our wy of the Fruits of his Death ; 
this participationof the Fruits mult neceffarily:be diſtinguiſhed from 
the reception of. the Body, ſeeing one is the pledg of the-other. 
From whence, to proceed, I ſay, If our- adverſaries are forced to 
diſtinguiſh inthe laſt Supper the participarion- of. the Body of our 
Bleſſed Saviour, from the participation of the fruits of his Grace-in 
his Sacrifice, they muſt alſo neceſlarily- make a diftinttion- between 
the participation of this Divine Body, and all kinds of Spiritual 
participation by Fairh. This latter participation will neyer furniſh 
them with two diſtinct Actions, 'by one of which - rhey receive the 
Body of our Saviour, and by the other, the benefit of this Sacri- 
ficez no man being able ro conceive what difference there /is betwixt: 
partaking by Faith of. the Body of our Saviour, and partaking by 

Faith of the Ffuirof his Death. They muſt therefore acknowledg, 
that beſides the Communion, by which we ſpiritually partake- of 
the Body. of: our Saviour, andialſo of his Spirit, by receiving. the 
fruit of his Death; there is alſo a Real Communionoft. the Bod X 
of the. ſame Saviour, which is to us a certain Pledg of the-others 
being aſlured to us, it-we put no impediment to ſuch a Grace by. 

an evil Diſpoſition. This is neceſſarily included in the Principles 

oy admir, and they will never be able: to explicate this- Truth, 

with the leaſt ſhadow of Solidiry, if they return not to the- Senti- - 

ments of the Church. | 
Who will not here admire the force of-T ruth > All theconſc | 

ces which follow. from the acknowledged Principles of our r ver- 
AEt Af aries, 


farics, are ;pertettly underſtood in the fentimentof the Church. 
Catholicks;, the meanlieſt inftruted, without difficulty con- 
ceive, thatin the Euchariſt there is a "Communion which ZESUS 
CHRIST, which is notto be fcund any where etfe. It is no 'difh- 
caky for'them to underſtand his Body is given us, to aſſure us we 
(on of his Sacrifice aud of his Death. cy diſtinguiſh clearly 

ewixt theſe two neceſſary mannersof uniting or.ſelves to ZESUS 
CHRIST ; the one in receiving his proper , the other in re- 
ceiving his Spirit; the firſt of which is granted us, as a certain 
pledge of the ſecond. But feeing theſe : Fs are inexplicable in 
the ſentiments of - our adverſaries, tho on the other hand they 
cannot deny them, we nauſt neceſſaril conclude, that errour has 
thrown them intoa manifeſt contradiftion. 

I have been often aſtoniſhed they did not explicate their Do- 
Arine aftera'more plain manner. Why did they not always,without 
ſo many formalities, perſevereto ſay, that FESUS CHRIST having 
ſked his Blood for us, repreſented to ns this effuſion, by giving us 
awo idiſtint ſigns of his Body and Blood; that he was pleaſed 
indeed to | give to theſe ſigns the name of the: thing it felt: thar 
theſe facred (igns were pledges to affure us of our parraking of the 
fruic of his Death, and that we were ſpiritually nouriſhed by the 
vertue of his Body and Blood > After fo many endeavours to ptove- 
that ſigns otten receivethe names of the things ſignified, and that for 
this reaſon the ſign of the Body might be called the Body, all this 
connectien of Doctrine -obliges them naturally to fix there. To 
render theſe {tgns effhcaciovs, it ſufficed the Grace of Redemprion 
was annexcd to them, or rather, accordingto their Principles, that 
it was in them confirmed to us They needed not have tormemed 
themſelves, as they have done, to make us underſtand we receive 
the proper Body of our Saviour, to afſureus we partake of the 
Grace of his Death. They were well enough ſarisfied to have 
the water of Bapriſm a ſignof the Blo2d which waſherh us ; and it 
never entred into their fancies to ſay, we there received the proper 
{ubſtance of the Blood of our Bleſſed Saviour, to aflure us his vertue 
i5there diffuſed upon us. If they had argued after the ſame man- 
ner as tothe Euchariſt, their Doctrine would have been leſs em-- 
broyled. But thoſe who invent and innovate, cannot expreſs all 
they have a mind to. They find certain truths, and maxims 
eſtabliſhed which incommode them, and force a violence upon their 
imaginations. The Ar;azs would gladly have refuſed our JO

Saviour thename of God, or the only Son of God. The 'Neſtor:- 
ans did not admit, but with reluctance, that kind of I know nor 
what unity of perſon in ZESUS CHXIST, which we find in their 
writings. The Pelagians, who denied Original iv, would alfo 
willingly have denyed that Baptiſm was given to little children: for 
the remiſſien of ſins :- for by that means they would have been 
freed from the argument which Catholicks drew from this practice 
to prove that original detect. Bur, asI juft now ſaid, thoſe who 
find ſome truths firmly eſtabliſhed, have not the boldneſs, or rather 
impudence to overthrow all. Ler the Calvinifts ingenuouſly confels 
the truth; they would have been well pleaſed to acknowledge in 
the Euchariſt the Body of our Bleſſed Saviour only figuratively, and 
the ſole participation of his Spirit in'cffect, laying aſide thoſe great 
words ot Participation of his proper ſubſtance, _ the many others 
which import a real preſence, and ſerve only to perplex them. It 
would have been more to their humour, to have acknowledged 
in the Lords Supper, no other communion with ZESUS CHRIST, 
bur whatisalſo common to Preaching and to Baptiſm, wirhouttell- 
ing us, as they have done, that in the Lords Supper hy is recerved 
zz plentitude, and every where elle only 72 part. Bur however 
this was their inclination, yet the very force of the terms | 
them,our Bleſſed Saviour having ſaid ſo preciſely of the Euchariſt, 
Thrs 1s my body, Thrs 1s iy Blood ; which he never did of any other 
thing, nor upon any other occaſion : what likelihood was there of 
rendring that common to all the Attions of a Chriſtian, which his 
expreſs word had annexed to one particular Sacrament ?

SECT. XV. 
The Epiſtte to the Hebrews. 


Aft this Explication, thoſe mighry Objections drawn from 
t the Epiſtte ro che Hebrews, and ſo much enforced againſt us, 
will appear to have little reaſon 1n them: and it is in vain our Ad- 
verlaries ſtrive to prove, from the ſentiments of the: Apoſtle, that 
we anuul the Sacrifice of the Croſs Bur becauſe the beſt way to. 
prove that two Doftrines are not oppoſite tor one another, 15 to 
ſhew, by explicating them, that no propoſition of the one is con- 
trary to any of the propoſitions of the other ; I think F am- bound 
in this place to propoſe in ſhort the DoCtrine of this Epiſtle. 

The Apoſtle intends in this Epiſtle to reach us, that a finnner 
could not avoid Death, bat by ſubſtituting ſome one in his place 
to die for him ; that whilſt Men ſubſtirured only Beaſts ro belled 
in their places, their. Sacrifices operated nothing, but a pub- 
lick acknowledgment of their having deſerved Death , and.thar, 
ſceing the Divine Juſtice could not be ſatisfied by fo unequal am 
exchange, they begun again every day to ſlay new Viftims; which 
was a certain mark of the inſufficiency of that ſubſticurion : Bur 
cthat,ſince ZESUS CHRIST had vouchſated to die for Sinners, God 
being farisfied, by a Perfon ſubſticuting of himſelf, ſo ypnory, » 4 
ſufficient, and nothing more to exa& for the price- of our Re- 
demption. From whence the Apoſtle concludes, we ought not on-- 
ly to offer up no more Viftims after ZESUS: CHRIST. bur ng

—_ CHRIST himſelf ought to'b but once offered up to Death 
r us. 
Let the Reader then, who is ſolicitous for his Souls Salvation and 
a lover of Truth, refle& a little upon-what we have ſaid concern- 
ing the manner how 7ESUS CHRIST offers up himſeli to God for 
us in the.Euchariſt ; I am certain he will nor find any Propoliti- . 
on contrary to thole which I have here relaicd from the Apoſtle ; 
or which weakens his Argument; ſo that nothing can be objected 
to us, : but his ſilence upon this point. But thoſe who would bur 
conſider the wiſe diſtribution which God makes of his ſecrets in the 
ſeveral Books of Scripture, would not oblige us to receive, fram 
the ſole Epiſtle to the Hebrews, all our inſtrudtions concerning. a 
matter which was not neceſſary to the Subjctt of that Epiſtle; {ee- 
ing the Apoſtle intends to explicare in it, the perfection of the Sacri- 
fice of rhe Croſs, and not the different manners which God has in- 
ſticuted to apply it ro us. | | 
And to remove all equivocation, if we take the word Ofer in 
the ſence it is made uſe of in this Epiſtle, as implying the actual 
Death of the Viftim, we will publickly confeſs, that ZE SOS 
CHRIST is now no more offered up, neicher in the Euchariſt, nor 
any where elſe. But becauſe this word has a larger ſignificati- 
on in other places of Scripture, where it is often ſaid, We ofier up 
ro God what we preſent before him ; the Church, which forms her 
Language, and her Dodtrine not from the {ole Epiſtle to the He- 
brers, but from the whole Body of the - Holy Scripture, is not a- 
fraid to lay, that ZESUS CHRIST offers up «himſelf ro Gad 
whercever he appears before his Face upon our behalf, and that 
by conſequence, he offers up himlelf in the Euchariſt, according 
to the Holy Fathers expreſſions. 
 Nbw toimaginethis manner, by which ZESUS CHRIST pre- 
ſents himſelf to God, ſhould injure the Sacrifice of rhe Croſs, is 
what cannot in any kind be ſupp::1ed without overthrowing the 
the whole Scripture, and particularly this Epiſtle, which is ſo ve- 
hemently objected againſt us.

Alh this would be ridiculous. We muſt therefore underſtand, 
thar FESVS CHRIST, who once offered up himſelf ro be the 
humble Viftim of the Divine Juſtice, does not ceaſe to offer up 
himſelf always for us; that the infinite perfection of the Sacrifice of 
the Croſs conſiſts in this, that whatſoever preceded ir, as well as 
what follows it, has an entire reference to it; that as what pre- 
ceded it, was a preparation to ir; ſo that which follows it, is the 
conſummation and application of it: that in realiry the payment of 
the price of our Redemption is.no more reiterated, becauſe it was 
fully diſcharged the firſt rime z but that what applics that Re- 
demprion to us continues without ceaſing ; that laſtly, we muſt 
make a diſtinction berwixt thoſe things which are reiterated as im- 
perfe&t, and thoſe which are continued as perfect and neceſlary.

In this, where 
we cannot hope to conquer by this Method, they have themtfelyes 
removed the chict difficulty, by declaring this ine to con- 
ng in it contrary to Salyation, or to the fundamentals of 
Religion.

Ir 1s true, the Lutherans, tho they concur with us in the ground 
of the reality, yet admit not all the conſequences of -ir. They pur 
Bread together with the Body of ZESUS CHRIST; ſome 6f rhem 
reject the Adoration ; and they ſeem to ackn:owledg the real Pre- 
ſence only in the A&t of receiving. But all the ſubtilty of the Mi-

Moreover the fame Providence, which labours ſecretly for our 
nearer Union, and lays the foundations of Reconciliation and 
of Peace in the midſt of Bitterneſs and Diſputes, has farther per- 
mitted the Calzrziſts to allow, that ſuppoſing theſe words, Thzs 7s 
”y Body, ought to be taken in a literal ſence, Catholics reafon 
better and more conſequently than the. Lutherans. 

_ FI relate not the bor which have been ſo often cited on 
this account, I hope I ſhall cafily be excuſed, becauſe all thoſe, 
who are not obſtinate, will grant us without difficulty, that the 
reeal Prefence being ſuppoſed, 'our Doftrine js that which moſt 
naturally follows.

this Sacrifice,againſt whichthey have ſo great repugnance,jisno other 
but a neceſſary corfſequence and a natural explication of a Do-

was not out of diſcſteem of the other, ſeeing, on the contrary, ſhe 
did it to hinder thoſe Irreverences, which the confuſion and negpli- 
gence of people had occaſioned in theſe later ages, reſerving to 
her ſelf, the re-eſtabliſhment of communion under both kinds, acs 
cording as it iFould become more advantagiousto Peace and Unity. 
Catholic Divines have made it appear to _ of rhe pretended 
Reformation, that they have themſelves made ule of ſeveral ſuch 
like Interpretations, in what belongs to the uſe of the Sacrament ; 
but above all they had reaſon to remark this which is taken out of 
the 12 chap. of their diſcipline, Title of the Lords Supper, art. 7. 
where 'we find theſe'words: The Bread of the Lords Supper ought to 
be adminiſtred to thoſe who cannot arimk wine, upon their making pro- 
teſtation, that it is not out of contempt, and endeavour!ng what they 
car poſſibly, to obuaate all Scandal even by onong the cup as ner 
their mouths as they are able. They have judged, by this regulation 
that both ſpecies were not, by rhe tmſtitution of FESUS CHRIST, 
eſſential ro the Communion : otherwiſe they ought ro have abſo- 
lucely refuſed the Sacrament co thoſe, who could not receive ir 
whole and entire, and nor to giveitthem aftera manner contrary to 
that which FESUS CHRIST had commanded; in which caſe 
theirdiſability would haye-been their excuſe. But our adverſaries 
conceived it would bean exceſhve rigour, notto allow at leaſt one 
of the ſpecies to thoſe, 'who'could riot 'reeeive the other ; and as 
this condeſcendence has no ground in Scripture, they muſt acknow-

the 7 whether by airy byword of Mouth, as St. Paul 
himſelf has expreſly declared. 


Chriſtian Churches, without any poſlibiliry of ſhewingits beginning. 
We cannot chuſe but receive all that is eſtabliſhed after this manner, 
with the ſubmiſſion due to Divine Authority z, and we are perſua- 
ded thoſe of the Pretended Reformation, who are not 9bſtinace, arc 
in the bottom of their Hearts of the ſame Opinion ; it being im- 
poſlible ro belieye a Doarine, received from-the beginning of the 
Church, can flow from any other ſource than thar of the Apoſtles.

SE CT. XIX. 
The Authority of the Church. - . 


HE Church being eſtabliſhed by God to be the Guardian of 

Scripture and TI radition, we receive the Canonical Scrip- 
tures from her; and let our Adverſarics ſay what they will, we 
doubt not but ir 1s her Authority which principally determines 
them to reverence as Divine Books, the Carticle of Carticles, 
which has ſo few viſible marks of a Prophetical Inſpiration ; the E- 
piſtle of Sr. Zames, which Luther rejected; and that of St. Zude, 
which might appear ſuſpected becauſe of ſome Apocriphal Books 
cited in it. In fine, ir can only be'from this Authoricy they re- 
ccive the whole Body of Scripture, which all Chriſtians accept as 
Divine, before their reading of ir has made them ſentib'e of rhe 


_ Spirit of God in it. 


AT.15.25. 


Being then oy bound, as we are, to the Holy Autho- 
rity of the Church, by means of the Scriptures which we receive 
from her Hands, we learn Tradition alſo from her; and by the 
means of -Tradition we learn the true ſence of Scripture. Upon 
which account the Church profeſſes, ſhe tells us nothing from her 
ſel;, and that ſhe invents nothing new in her Doctrine - ſhe does 
nothing but declare the Divine Revelation, by the intcriour di- 
rction of the Holy Ghoſt, whois given to her as her reacher. 

. Thar Diſpute, which -was raiſed in the very time of the . Apo. 
files, upon account of the Ceremonies of the Law, ſhews clcarty, 
that the Holy Ghoſt explicates himſelf by the Church; and their 
Ads have. by the method by which that firſt Conteſt was decided, 
taught all ſucceeding Ages, by what Authority all orher differences 
are to be ended. So that as often as there ſhall happen any Diſ- 
putes to cauſe a Diviſion amongſt the Faithful, the Church will in- 
terpoſe her Authority, and her' Paſtors affembled will fay after 
the Apoſtles, It hs ſeemed £014 to the Hily Ghoſt an1 to us, And 
when ſhe has ſpoke2, her Chilidrea will be taught, they ought nor 
ro begin again to examine thoſe Articles once fo refolved on ; bur 
are bound humbly to rcceive her Decifttons, In this we ſha!l follow 


the example-of Sr. Paul and Szl25, who carried this firſt Sentence of 


the Apoſtles to the Faithful, and were fo far from permitting a

Thus iris the Children of God acquieſs in the Judgment of the 
Churci, believing thar from her Mouth they hear the Oracle ot 
rhe Holy Ghoſt ; and upon account of this belict it is, that after 
having laid in our Creed, 7 belrevetn the Holy Ghoſt, we add im- 
mediarely, The Holy Catholic Church : by which we oblige our 
ſelvesto. acknowledg an infallible and perperual vericy in the unt- 
verſal Church, becauſe this' very Church: which ' we .; believe. exi- 
ſtent in all Ages, would ccaſe to be the Church, it ſhe ccaſed to 
teach rhe truth revealed by God. So that choſe who apprehend 
lzaſt ſhe ſhould abuſc her Poxer ro eſtabliſh a Lye, haye no Faith 
in him by whom ſheis governed. | 
And if our Adverſaries would but look upon theſe things in a 
more mild and candid manner, they would be obliged ro ac- 
knowledg, the Catholic Church. is ſo far from making her (elf 
Miſtreſs of her Faith, as they have accuſed her, that on the con- 
trary, ſhe has done what ſhe cou'd to bind, and deprive herſelf 
of all the means of Innovation, ſeeing ſhe nor only ſubmits her- 
ſelf corhe Holy Scriptures, bur t> the end ſhe might for cyer baniſh 
all arbitrary Interpretations, which make Mens lmaginations pals 
for Scripture, ſhe, has obliged herſelf ro interpret them, in what re-

Fathers ; from which ſhe profeſſeth never ro depart ; declaring in S- 14- 


all her Councils, and (in all the Profeſſions of Faith ſhe has pub- 
liſhed) that ſhe does not receiveany Dodtrine, which is nor con- 
formable ro the Tradition of ali preceding Ages. 

Moreover, it our Advecrſaries conſult their Conſciences, they

cauſc they are perſuaded the Holy Ghoſt will preſide 12 it. [this per- 
fuaſion be only founded upon a human preſumption, can a man 
in conſcience proxſe before God to ſubmit to all that ſhall be there con: 
cluded an1 ful of, to obeyg and execute them to the utmoſt of his 
power ? Andit this Perſuaſion has its foundation in a certain belict 
of the aſſiſtance, which the Holy Ghoſt gives to the Church in her 
final deciſions, Catholics themſelves require no more. 

So that the prcceedings of our Adverſaries ſhew them to agree 
with us in this ſupreme Authority, without which it is impoſhble 
eycr to put anend to any difficulty in Religion ; and tho whilſt 
they were deſirous to caſt of the yoak of obedience, they denied 
the Faithful to be obliged to ſubmit their Judgments to that of the 
Church, yet the necctinty of eſtabliſhing an order, has ſince forced 
them to grant what their firſt undertakings had made them deny. 

They have gone yet much further inthe National Synod held at 
Saint Foy in the year 1578. There was ſome overture made of a 
Reconcilement with the Lutherans, by means of 4 general farm of a 
$19 of Faith common to all their Churches, which was propoſcd to

SION, 2zt ſhould Le referred to their prudence and ſound judgement to 
agree and CONCLUDE all the porms which ſhall be brought into de- 
kikeration, as well FOR LOCTRINE, as for other matters concert 
ng the benefit, umony and peace of all the Churches. It was to this, 
in fine, that this ſeeming tenderneſs of Cor ſcience of theſepretended 
Reformes tended. How often have they repre ched to us, as a weak- 
neſs, that fubmiſſion which we pay tothe Deciſions of the Church, 
which ſay they, is nothing elſe but a company of men lyable to 
error 2 and yet nevertheleſs, being aſſembled in a Bedy in a National 
Synod,which repreſented all the Churches of the pretended Reform- 
ed in France, they are not afraid, by mutual conſent, to leave their 
faich to the arbitration of four men, with ſo abſolute an abandon'ng 
of their own ſentiments, that they gave them full power to change 
the very Confeſſion of Faith it ſelf, which they do at this very da 

propoſe to the whole Chriſtian world as a Confeſſion of Faith.which 
containeth nothing but the pure Word of God, and for which, as 
they ſaid in preſenting it to our Kings, an infinite number of people 
were ready to ſhed their Blood. I leaye the prudent Reader to 


. make his refleftions upon the Decree of this Synod ; and ſhall in a

The Authority of the Holy See of Rome, and of Epiſcopacy. 


HE Son of God,bcing deſirous bis Church ſhould be one, and 

and folidly built upon Unity, hath eſtabliſhed and inſtituted 

the Primacy of St.Peter to maintain and cement ir. Upon which 

account,weacknowledg this Primacy in the Swcceſſors of the Prince 

of the Apoſtles, ro whom, for this cauſe, we owe that Obedience 

and Submithon , which rhe Holy Councils.and Fathers have al- 
ways taught the faithtul. HEE 

As for thoſe things,which we know are diſputed of in the Schools, 
tho the Miniſters continually alledg them to render this Power odi- 
ous, it is notneceffary we ſpeak of them here, ſeeing they arc not 
Articles of the Catholic Faith. Iris ſufficient we acknowledg a Head 
eſtabliſhed by God to conduCt his whole flock in his paths; which 
thoſe who love Concord amongſt Brethren,and Eccleſiaſtical Una- 
numity, will moſt —_ acknowledg. 

Andcerrainly if the Authors of the Pretended Reformation had 
loved Unity.they would neither have aboliſhed Epiſcopal Govyern- 
ment, which was eſtabliſhed by ZESUS CHRIST himſelf, and which 
we find inforce even in the times of theApoſtles; nor havedeſpiſed the 
Authority of Se.Peter's Chair,which has ſo ſolid a Foundation in the 
Goſpel,and ſocvident a ſucceſhonin Tradition ; but they would ra- 
ther bave carefully conſerved Epiſcopal Authority, which eftabliſh- 
cth unity in particular Churches, and the Primacy of St.Peter's 
Chair, which is the common Center of all Catholic Uniry. 


SECT: XXI, 
Concluſion of this Treatiſe. 


T HIS is the Expoſition of the Catholic Doftrine,in which,that 
I might rye my ſelf rothe moſt principal, I have left ſome 
queſtions untouched, which thoſe of the Pretended Reform'd Re- 
ligion do not look uponas lawful matter for a Separation. I hope 
thoſe of their Communion , who ſhall impartially examin allthe

Concluſion of this Treatiſe,

ples, no one of her Articles deſtroys the grounds of Salvation. 

If any one ſhould think fir co anſwer this Tre.tzſe, he is deſired to 
conſider, that to accompliſh his intent, he muſt not undertake to re- 
- fute the Doctrine contained in it, ſeeing my Deſign was only to pro- 

poſe it, wirhout going about to prove 1t ; and thar if in ſome Pla- - 
ces I have hinted ar ſome of the reaſons which eſtabliſh ir,it is becauſe 
the knowledg of the principal reaſons of a Doftrine, is often a ne- 
ceſſary parr of it's Explication, 

It would alſo be a quitting of the defign of this Treatiſe, ro exa- 
min the different methods, which Catholic Divines make ule of to 
eſtabliſh or explicate the Doftrine of the Council of Trent.and the 
different Conſequences, which particular Dofors have drawn from 
it, To urge any thing ſolid againſt this Treatiſe, and which ma 
come home to the point z it muſt be yowenn thatthe Churches Fait 
is not here faithfully expounded, and that by Afts which the ſame 
Church has obliged herſelf to receive ; or elſe it muſt be ſhown,that 
this Explication leaves all the ObjeCtions in their full force, and all 
the Diſputes untouched ; or, in fine, it muſt be preciſely ſhown in 
what this Do&rine ſubyerts the Foundations of Faith.
